The report of United States Treasurer Hus-
ton. ex-ol£cio Commissioner. of the sinking
fun I of the District of Columbia for the fiscal
year IS'JO, states that on July 1, 1878. when the
duties of tho (inking funil commissioner of the
District were trans.'erred to the treasurer of the
United States the funded debt amouuted to
$22,106,630. Since that time thero wero issued
in payment of outstanding claims #945,930 in
3.03 per cent bonds.

l h*t funded debt outstanding June 30. 1390.
irria ; 19.7*1.050. showing a net reduction of
the debt of 62.325.600 and a net reduction of
tho aiinu.il interest charge of f 160.337.72.
The total amount of the 3.63 per cent bonds

issued was 614.6S9.200. leaving i310,800 ret to
be issued before reaching tho limit of 613,000,-
000 fixed ty law.

BONUS TO SOON VATC3E.
Attention is invited to the fact that over

83.000.00i) of the funded debt, bearing 6 and 7
V r cent interest, is duo and payable on July 1,
1801. and 6920.300 due in 1892. To provide for
the refunding of these bond* it is recom¬
mended that Congress be asked to authorize
the issued of registered bonds bearing interest,
payable semi-annually. not toexeced 4 per cent
per milium. Iicnds to be redeemable at pleasure
after two years and payable ten years from
date, to be negotiated in the market at not less
than their par value in the same manner as
United Stites bonds were negotiated, the pro-
cec'ls to be applied to the redemption of the
bonds maturing in 1891 aud 18'.*2.
A draft of a bill to effect this object is sub¬

mitted. showing that should the proposed bill
become a law ibe bou<is i»*ued for refunding,
at well as all the other bonds of the District,
could be paid aa thev become due from the
accumulations of the siuking funds.

WATEB-SrPPLT FCNI>.
The total appropriations for increasing the

water supply of Washington is *2.370.279.30, of
which the District is required to pay oue-balf
in twenty-live anunal installments and interest
at the rate of 3 per cent per annum on the
principal sum remaining unpaid. One-half of
the sum advanced to the close of the fiscal year
was tl.Osi.si4.18. Five installments have been
refunded, amounting to #215.476.21. h aving a
balance duo the United States of 68i3.337.97.
Interest has been paid upon the sums advanced
amounting to 9139.59U.47. making a total paid
by the District lor lucreaMug tho water supply
of .fa33.073.68.

LIQUOR LICENSES.

Applications Piling Up on the Commis¬
sioner*' Table.

SEVEN nrXDBKD AND till ALREADY BKCEIYED.
TBE BOCTINE THBOUOH WHICH AN APPLICATION
OOES.QCHTIONS OX WHICH THE POLICE
Ul KlgriKEb TO EE1-OET.

On a table beside District Commissioner
Douglass' desk this morning was a stack of
neatly jacketed papers awaiting bis action,
These were applications for liquor licenses and
the accompanying document*, including tbo
reports made by the police. Up to date there
hare been 70S applications filed. Many of these
papers arc now on the round through which
they have to go before they fiuaily come
before tho Commissioners for approval.
Both the license clerk in the assessor's
office, Mr. Montague; the major of police,
the police lieutenants and the District
Commissioners have to give much timo now to
considering the cases of liquor dealers. The
pile ut Mr. Douglass' side this morning were of
cases that have gone through the mill and
needed only the Commissioners' approval or
disapproval to be finally disposed of. Mr.
Douglass stated to a Star reporter that ho
would begin tho work tomorrow, taking up
first the cases in the first or Lieut. Amiss' pre¬
cinct. He will act on all, indicating on the
jacket what his decision is.
Then the papers will go to Commissioner

Hoss, wno will go over the m in tho same way.
In all cases where Mr. Boi.s agrees with Mr.
Douglass the license will at once bo granted or
referred, as tho case may be. Where thev dis¬
agree the papers will bc'held until Col. Hubert
returns to his desk and tho decision will rest
with him.

tiie iiocnNE.
A liquor licenso application has to go through

considerable led tapo before the applicant
finally receives the bit of blue paper that grants
him anthority to sell liquor. First, tho appli¬
cant gets from tho license clerk the blank forms
of an application and of a petition. In his pe¬
tition the applicant says and swears to tho fol¬
lowing:

"I do solemnly swear that I am now and in¬
tend to be for the next license year a resident
of the District of Columbia. I am not em¬
ployed in any capacity under the District gov¬
ernment, and' intend to devote my personal at¬
tention wholly to the prosecution of the busi¬
ness for which licence is now requested. I
furthermore solemnly swear that the nuuie of
the owner of the premises where the proposedbar room is to be located is ; that
the said bar room is necessary for the accom¬
modation of the public; that tho petitioners
named above are tho only persons pecuniarily
interested in the business to be conducted at
the above named location, and that I have not
given or promised to give, nor has any person
for 1110 given or promised to give, to any of the
signers of the application hereto attached las
required by the third paragraph of the regula¬
tions for liconsnig tlio sale of intoxicating
liquors in the District of Columbia, approved
by tho Commissioners of tho District of Co¬
lumbia September 18, 1881),) any re ward or
compensation of any value whatsoever, for tho
attacjimcnt of their signature; that the licenso
issued to me during the preceding year has
neither been suspended nor revoked."
Accompanying his application is a blank foim

for the signatures of owucrs and residents in
the neighborhood of the proposed bar room,
giving them permission to the establishment of
the Dar or sample room at the place named,
.Such consent lias to be obtained from a ma-

joritv of the owners of real estate and of the!
residents keeping house on the side of the
square where it is desired to locate tho bar
room ami on the side of the square fronting
opposite the same.

TI1K D I. POSIT.
When this petition and tho application are

prepared iu proper form they aro brought
back and liied with tho license clerk. No ap-
plication will be received and recorded, how-
ever, until the applicant deposits with the col-
lector of taxes £loO, the amount of the license
tax. This i-t required as an evidence of good!
faith. Iu the case of a dealer already in btisi-
Iks., in cuso tiie application is made tin days
before the beginning of tho new license year,
November 1, lie can, after m.'ikiug his deposit,
continue business until his application is con¬
sidered and disapproved. A new applicant,
however, cannot open his place until his license
is granted. The license clerk keeps in a large
book a regular account of each application, j
which shows just in what state tbo application
is in. \\ hen all the preliminaries in the as¬
sessor's office have been attended to the papers
are sent to the District Coinn.issioners.

INVEST IOATEH BY TIIE POLICE.
The Commissioners, however, do not take it

for granted thut all that is said by the appli-
cants is iruo. '1 bey refer the papers at once
to the major of police. In Maj. Moore's office
they are divided up according to locality and
referred 111 batches to the police lieutenants.
The police lieutenants through their subordi¬

nates make careful investigation of each appli¬
cant. They have to make n each case a report
answering the following questions:
Question 1. Are the sides of the squares re¬

ferred to improved/ I: so. how/
Question i Aie tne parties actually engaged

in the business tlioso w..o have made applica¬
tion for the license?
Question 3. Are the premises the resort of

disreputable, vicious or disorderly characters'/
It so. state particular*.
Question 4. Have the perty or parties ap¬

plying for or transfer!.ng, license been ar¬
rested or indicted during the past year for vio¬
lation of law other than the liquor laws'/ if
so, state how often and what disposition has
been made of their cases.

Question 5. Have the party or parties apply¬
ing for or transferring license been convicted
in the l'olice Court lor violation of the liquor
laws? If so. give the dates of such convictions,
Question 6. Were any of these cases ap-

pealed? If so, what was the judgment of the
Criminal Court?
Question 7. Have you reasons to believe

that gambling baa been allowed iu said prem¬
ises. or that they have been nseil as a bawdy
house'/ If so. state your reasons.
Question 8. Have these premises one or more

than one door fronting on different streets, on
each side of which streets it is necessary to
secure the signatures of a majority of owners
and householders'/

Question 9. State the number of liquor
saloons in the neighborhood in which the ap-plicant proposes to establish a bur or sample
room and how they are situated with referenco
to the one applied for.
Question 10. State in distinct terms whether

or not the license is for a place within 4U0 feet
of any public school owned by the District of
Columbia.
Question 11. Are the premises in which it is

intended to conduct the business for which a
license is asked used as a grocery or provisiou
store, or for any other purpose tliau as applied*1
for: and if so, for what purpose'/
Question 12. Has the applicant any other

business or occupation that will keep biiii away
from the liccn»cd premises during business
hours'/
Question 13. Has the applicant any other

licensed place or business under tho District
laws or regulations'/
Question 14. Is the applicant acitizcu of tho

United States?
RETURNED TO TBE COMMISSIONERS.

The papers go back from the police sergeants
'

to tho lieutenants and finally to the major of
police, each of which officials consider them
and make on each case such remarks us may be
in their knowledge, so as to givo the Commis¬
sioners all possible information. Bv the major
of police they are returned to the Commission¬
ers for final action.

If two of the Commissioners agree upon ap¬
proving or disapproving an application the
papers return to their original place, the asses¬
sor's office, where the record is finally com¬
pleted. In case of a disapproval the ap¬
plicant is allowed five days to apply
for a rehearing. In casu he fails to
so apply tho record is closed and the door to
wealth oy way of a bar room is closed to him
for the year. When au application is dis¬
approved the deposit is returned and tho police
notified.

THE QUESTION or CITIZENSHIP.
The questions which are answered by tbo

police indicate the couditious required for issu¬
ing a license. The only new question is the
last, as to whether the applicant is a
citizen. Tbe Commissioners m raising this
question have givetfa stimulus to patriotic im¬

pulses thut have been sinmbering in the bosoms
of alien restaurant keepers.
The records of tho courts have for two or

three days been burdened with applications
for naturalization papers. Many now for the
first time made declaration of their intention
to become citizens.
The Commissioners have not decided whether

to consider sach a declaration a* sufficient or
not The general idea is that liquor licenses
should be issued only to those' wlio owe alle¬
giance to the government and the government
authorities.

THE CITY POST OFFICE BITE.

Judge James Appoint* a Commission to
Appraise the Lota In Square 323.

In the District Court this morning Judge
James took up again the matter of the con¬
demnation of square 323 for the post office site.
The appointment of the commission to ap¬
praise the property was the first thing in order.
There were present in court Judge Hpgs, dis¬
trict attorney, and his assistant, Mr. Coyle.
But few of the property owners or tenants in the
square were present, although some were rep¬
resented by Mr. F. E. Alexander, Leon Tobri-
ner, A. 8. Worthington and H.W. Garnett. their
counsel.

Mr. Coyle called Attention to the reaulre-
ments of the act. He noted that the appoint¬
ment of guardians was provided for. By the
reading of the act a question was raised as to
whether the commission could be appointedbefore the answers of tho guardians were in.
Judge James said ihat the interests of chil¬

dren should be represented by guardians.
Mr. Coyle said that some of the heirs of the

Gentner property and Mr. Abert's children
would have to select guardians, and he sug¬
gested that they could appear in court at 1
o'clock.
This the court agreed to as Mr. Coyle said he

would then ask that the appointments be msde.
The court on application of some of the par¬ties interested who hud not answered extended

tho time to fire days from Friday last.
The number of square feet in the squnre is

58,523. The assessed value of the ground is
$117,633 or a fraction over t2.01 per foot: as¬
sessed value of improvements *56.000 or a frac¬
tion under $2.97 per foot for ground and im¬
provements. .

T. Lcnman, John A. Hamilton and B. II. War¬
der the appraisers. He stated that tho selec¬
tion had been carefully made.
The proceedings had been set for today, that

all parties interested should be heard, and tho
court would have heard any who wished to be
heard. It appeared, however, that the owners
of over half of the values of the laud indorsed
those named.

the Washington Safe Deposit Company, tho
Corcoran Insurance Company and is connected
with other business enterprizes, and in earlylife was a builder.
Mr. Hamilton is will knowu p.s having been

the junior partner of James L. Harbour for
years, but retired a few years since.

Mr. Warder is well known as a large investor
in real estate, but is not knowu to be interested
in contiguous avenue property.

Cotton Crop Returns.
Tho cotton returns for November to tho De¬

partment of Agriculture are county estimates
of yield per acre. The consolidation, consider¬
ing areas, with rates of yield, with correction
only of obvious errors, makes tho average yield
187 pounds of lint per acre. It is about the
same as tho yield of last year, and better thau
the returns of yield last November, which were
exceeded by the results of tho final investiga¬tion. Some of the returns report killing frosts,which did not extend to a large area, on tho
southern side of the cotton belt. Much will
therefore depend on tho weather of November
and December, not only in perfecting growth,but in saving the crop. Should the season
continue favorable and the views of correspond¬
ents prove conservative, the result may be
slightly larger than is hero indicated Tho
qua'ity of lint has been deteriorated by exces¬
sive rains and injured by discoloration.'

THEY WERE BADLY TREATED.
What Painted Horse nnd Eagle Head

Say of Their Trip to Europe.
Two of the Indian braves who have beeu in

Europe with tho Carver-Whitney show woro |
steerage passengers on the Hamburg steamer
Augusta Victoria, which arrived in Now York
Saturday. They answered to the names of
'.Sunk Owa," or "Painted Horse," who is a
nephew of Bed Cloud, and "Wambali-Pa." or

'.Laglo Head." They were full-blooded Sioux
of the Ogallala baud, and they came over with
James Marsh, who was advertising agent for
the show on the continent.
Both braves were without a penny, and

their eutiro possessions consisted of the
rough shirts they wore and a railroad ticket
each to Fine Bidge Agency. Dakota. "Painted
Horse"' said they were shamefully treated in
the Carver-Whitney show, and gave an account
of the ill-treatment to Gen. O'lieirne at the
barge office, through Bov. Father Crafts, who
acted as interpreter. Substantially "Painted
Horse" said:
"There were twenty of us when wo left New

York besides Black Bear's squaw nnd their
thruo children, and during our travels over
Kurope we were beaten, kicked and shot at
Dr. Carver shot at Black Bear, but failed to
hit him. though he intended to kill him. I
tried with four others to communicate with
some of Black Beur's relatives in the Buffalo
Bill show in Hamburg. We were locked up in
a German prison by the Gorman police, who
wore sent after us because I objected to being
beaten and ill-used.
"Dr. Carver fired at me with a revolver in

Berlin fifteen days ago, but missed me. After
we were locked up by the German police
Carver took all our mon"y away, about $25
each, and did not return it. Our money was
not paid regularly and the whites in both shows
tried to corrupt the red men. The ludiansi;ot
liijuor whenever they desired. Some of Carv¬
er h and Cody's men Lad a row iu Hamburg,
but the Indians were not iu it.
"Three braves were iu a dying condition

wbeu we left.Bear Necklace, jirave Flk and
another. The squaw was also ill and the pa-
poose died as we wero leaving. We received
only £5 besides our tickets and now we havo
nothing. 1 was iu Buffalo Bill's show before I
went to Carver's. I saw him knock down two
braves. Both died on their retnru to l'iue
Bidge. The food Buffalo Bill supplied was bad
nnd the braves who ate it were sick. Buffalo
Bill was brutal."
Agent Marsh corroborated all that Painted

Horse had said. Both Cody and Whitney, he
said, had left white men stranded iu various
parts of Europe; fomu are now iu Hamburg
penniless. Three vouug Americans were left
without a cent. Others from London aud Paris
had no menu* to get home. The American
consuls at tliu various ports were helpless.
Men who had beeu employed in the shows hud
been reduced to the necessity of begging
bread.

Armful* of flowers, sympathetic speeches

nnd a parade of 2,000 friends marked the caio-
bratiou yesterday in Chicago of the fourth an¬
niversary of the execution of the anarchists,
Spies, Parsons, Engel and Fisher.

He carried with him his
photographic apparatus and took very good
views of the scenery. On the same day in 1*40
he had stood upon tho same point. He re¬
membered distinctly what he saw then, and is
corroborated by the sketches he took at tho
time. In 1H40 a wall of ice lose up behind him
htirn enough to conceal from his view the
Klioier fields and the grand rugged rocks of
stone which frame them. At that time broken
portions of the rocks and detached ma^es of
land still covered with grass proved that the
glacier was advancing.

At the bottom is u lake of dirty-green
color, at tho end of which a fail of water is
continually reducing the ice on the glacier.
